Paris, April 19.—Baron Vori Macchio, the Austrian ambas- 


sador to Italy, has sent his family and the archives of the.em- 
bassy to Vienna from Rome, according to a dispatch receivec 
from the Italian capital today". This new development has led 
to the conclusion that Italy is on the brink of war.

BEHEARD EARLY

tho boys, only one of .'whom had a gun, 
to throw up tlicir hands and then fired 
Young Meloon foil dead.

regulations have been sent out to per-' 
sons Interested In the subject with a 
request for suggestions or ^criticisms. 


"•[Under tho proposed -plan, permits for 


the admission of foreign cotton lint 
must bo obtained from . all Imports, 
iBoston, New York, San Francisco and 
Scuttle are at the .present time desig"- 
atetl as ports of entry for such cotton, 
ibut it-is .possible that other ports may 
be added to this -list from time 
to 


time. Application blanks for these per- 
mits aro provided for in tho regula- 
tions and all applicants must state I 
tho -locality 
Tviiere the 
cotton wae| 


•grown, the year of growth, the port 
from which -it Is being shipped, and| 
the person in tho United States to 
'vvihoni it 'is consigned. 


For tho remainder of this year no 


other material restrictions aro placed 
upon the importation of cotton, 
but 


after January 1 iff 1C, tho regulations 
iprovlded that all cotton must be dis- 
infected under Ihe supervision of an 
inspector of the Department of Agri- 
culture before it can be moved from' 


j the port of entry. The reason for the 


delay in putting this requirement into 
•practice .is Iho necessity of developing 
the necessary means for this work. In 
the case of report^ 
from 
countries 


which maintain cotton inspection 
anfl 


are able to certify that the Imports 
are ,trce from injurious diseases 
and 


pests, disinfection will not be requir- 
ed. 


In addition to securing a permit for 


liho entry of cotton, shippers must no- 
tify the Department of Agriculture of] 
the arrival of all ImporLs and of ship-" 
ments of tho cotton from the port of 
entree to tho consignee. J-'i.irthermorc, 
a license must be obtained in order 
to enable the consignee to -use the cot- 
ton. Me must agree to allow the de- 
partment to ilnspect his factory 
or 


mill, to store the Imported cotton in 
Jnsect-proof, screened warehouses, and 
to observe whatever measures may be 
prescribed by tlie government to pre- 
vent (ho spread of infection.
